Often I find it helps a tense, 
nervous woman when I get her 
to see that most of her symp 
toms are due to the spreading 
away of unwanted energ) 
from her over-active brain. I 
compare it to the spreading

NEW YORK (UPI) — Police said today that 
five brothers had been sent here from Philadelphia 
to assassinate Cuban Premier Fidel Castro. 

They said three. other men, including a sixth 
brother, were believed to be in the city in connec- 
tion with the plot to kill the Cuban ‘leader.
